A 25 per cent drop in milk 
prices receiv ed by dairy fawners 
du ring the first six months of 19 58 
is likely , according to John C. York, 
ex ecu tiv e secretary of Eastern Milk 
Produ cers Cooperativ e.

dicated that the blend price is 
likely to reach a low of S3.6 0 in 
the month of May 19 58 u nder the 
new ex panded single milk market­ 
ing order. He indicated that this 
wou ld represent a drop in dairy 
farm er milk prices of abou t SI .20 
per hu ndredweight, or abou t three 
cents per qu art.

The geop hysicist, who gave his 
views in . a cop yrighted interview 
in U. S. News and World Rep ort, 
said satellites “ will be very im ­
